Hoover cited the growing length 
of the Government pay roll, pen- 
sion lists, and the like. He said, 
“About one person out of every 
seven in the population is a regu- 
lar recipient of Government mon- 
eys. If those of age are all mar- 
ried, they comprise about one-half 
the voters of the last Presidential 
e.ection. 

“Think it over.’ 

“If we adopt the Federal 
eroment’s estimate of such a de 
sirable standard,’ he said, “then 
the actual, and the seriously pro- 
nosed national and local govern- 
mental spending will absorb be- 
tween 75 percent to 85 percent of 
all the savings of the people.” 

Under such a program of spend- 
ing. he declared, the Government 
becomes the chief source of credit. 
Small business starved, and 
“venture capital to develop new 
ideas tends to become confined to 
the large corporations.” 

Hoover scoffed at the idea that 
‘we can avoid these disasters by 
more Government borrowing.” 

“That,” he said, “is a device 
to load our extravagance and 
waste on to tne next generation. 
increasing Government debts 
carry Immediate punisnment, 
is the road to inflation. 
insisted there was no 
room for increased spending and 
taxes except to cut the living 
tandards of the American people. 

“It is easy to say increase cor 
poration taxes,” he said. “That is 
an illusion. The bulk of corpora- 
tion taxes is passed on to the con 
sumer—that to every family. 

“It is easy to say increase taxes 
on the higher personal income 
brackets. But if all Incomes over 
$8,000 a year were confiscated, it 
would cover less than 10 percent 
of the actual and proposed spend 
ngs. 

“We dare not see the birthright 
of posterity to individual inde 
pendence, initiative and freedom 
of choice bartered for a mess of 
a collectivist system,’ Hoover con 
cluded.

Realizing the liquor controversy to be 
one widely discussed, and the industry to 
be one which provides legal control rather 
than underworld control, and realizing 
also, the legal industry to be one which 
supplies the State some $8,000,000 in taxes. 
instead of allowing illegal operators to 
receive all the profit, we intend to keep 
the issue factually before the public to the 
best of our ability.

WASHINGTON—The effect of the calamity howlers on business conditions is well illustrated by 
a nation-wide survey just made by the Wal) Street Journa! on inventories carried by merchandis- 


ing establishments throughout the country and the relation of reduced store stocks 
from the survey: “The stores have cut their inven- 


Here, in substance, is what the Journal finds 


tories of some merchandise so low that now they are losing sales. 


they are looking for.” 


The consequence of a situation like this, as the 
New York business publication points out, is that 
aman or a woman looking for a suit or dress and 
being unable to find it after going to several 
stores is likely to decide to skip it. Unless the 
article of merchandise sought is an immediate 
necessity, there are few among us who are not 
able to travel another year on what we have, 
when we do not find what we want. It is a les 
son of self-denial all of us learned during the 
war, when there was a general scarcity of goods. 


In that way sales are tost Business ts 
slowed down all along the line Reduced 
inventories mean reduced sales This in turn 
means shorter orders to the manufacturers. 
whe thus are forced to curtail operations. 
That means increased unemployment. 


Ever since the beginning of the year, when 
the first price adjustments began to appear, in- 
ventory reduction has been the order of the day. 
It was induced largely by the work of the calam- 
ity howlers—those chronic pessimists who have 
been preaching depression since the end of the 
war. The slight break in the price structure was 
hailed as the danger signal—the beginning of the 
big bust some of our phony economists have 
been proclaiming for four years. 


Merchants and other distributors of goods 
were taken in by the talk. They started cutting 
down on their stocks, not wanting to be caught 
with large inventories of high-priced goods in a 
falling market. Manufacturers likewise found it 
prudent also to cut down on their supplies of 
raw materials. 


If the truth were known, this business slump 
fear complex generated by the calamity howlers 
was probably the chief factor in the modest down- 
turn we have had in production and business dur- 
ing the past six months, as contrasted with the 
all-time highs of last year.

Optimistic for Welfare Program 


WASHINGTON—A slow change has occurred in the picture in Congress, so 


slow and undramatic that it has attracted little notice. 


This is that the Truman 


administration's social welfare program, which a few weeks ago was being doomed 


by some wishful-thinking seers, is moving gradually through Congress. It 
appears that the record of accomplishment will be substantial when this session 


ends a few weeks hence. 


The Housing Bill, which the real estate lobby 
fought so bitterly, has become the law of the 
land. The bill to increase the minimum wage 
was in the process of enactment by the House 
when this report was made. It is virtually cer- 
tain to be passed also by the Senate in this 
session. 


After months of earnest study and work, 
the House Ways and Means Committee fi- 
nally has drafted a bill to cover 11,000,000 
more persons under our social security sys- 
tem and to increase benefits. The plan is 
to put this through the House at this session, 
leaving Senate action until next year. Its 
eventual enactment is assured. 


These were all Truman election pledges. 
They will affect favorably the lives of many 
millions of people—and voters. They all rep- 
resent the necessary adjustment of our dynamic, 
changing democratic society to our increasingly 
eomplex industrial mechanism. The slow but 
gure results are due to the persistence of Presi- 
dent Truman in keeping Congress at its job and 
the skill with which his legislative lieutenants 
have worked out the compromises always es- 
sential in such controversial matters. 


Their suecess explains the frantic shouts of 
“Socialism.” “welfare state” and “statism” by 
those individuals and irterests who oppose 
them.

On minimum-wage increase a factor in 
the support of it among New England Re- 
publicans, for example, is to even up wage 
scales in the South to stop the migration of 
their own industries to the South in search 
of cheaper labor that has been going on for 
several years. Many of them supported the 
original wage-hour act of 1938 for that 
reason.

This money all belongs to the American citizens 
who live in the old, degraded relationship of 
yellow-dog under the Union. They were not eon- 
sulted. They first learned of their own generosity 
in the present case through the Union publica- 
tion, Justice. This paper, published twice monthly, 
is largely devoted to the glorification of two prin- 
cipal officers, David Dubinsky and Luigi An- 
tonini. Their subjects pay for this compulsory 
adulation of these two fuehrers. The content 
and complimentary slant of Justice are under the 
overall direction of Dubinsky, himself, whose 
name stands at the top of the masthead. Justice 
sometimes carries five or six photographs of Du- 
binsky in ostentatious poses and circumstances. 


As Hitler did, Dubinsky centrives that his 
self-actuated publicity shall show him in be- 
nevolent roles, as though he were actually giv- 
ing his subjects “benefits” which, in fact, they 
more than earned. In some cases, they not 
only earned their fuehrer’s largess but were 
short-changed in the calculation of their benefit 
checks. Moreover, even when they have earned 
their “benefits” for which, incidentally, they 
are expected to make a meek and degrading 
show of gratitude, they may be gypped for re- 
fusal to give up a day’s pay to any political, 
religious or other project through which Du- 
binsky endeavors to glorify himself at their ex- 
penses. In that case the subject who rebels is 
told that he is not in “good standing.” He there- 
fore cannot have the allotted portion of the 
vacation money which he has earned. But 
when he thinks of carrying his rebellion further 
he discovers that he is debarred from doing so 
because he unknowingly signed away his rights 
long in advance by signing the yellow-dog con- 
tract which constitutes the application for 
membership.

The item in Justice revealed that it is in- 
tended to sell a total of $10,000,000 of bonds to 
“American trade unionists and athers.” There 
is no evidence that the American workers who 
are committed to this loan of money by Du- 
binsky and a few other Union bosses actually 
did desire to help. A poll might have shown 
unanimous desire vr great opposition. But it 
is significant that Dubinsky did not put the 
matter to a vote. He simply ordered the thing 
done by a pledge of the General Executive 
Board, which he controls. 


The dominant officials of the Union are con- 
Stantly tripping in luxury and panoply to far 
places, carefully timing their visits, however, so 
as to avoid war and lesser violence. And they 
are forever tossing around their subjects’ money 
with an extravagant hand, usually not as loans 
but as gifts. Antonini, who is an Italian politician 
operating both in Italy and in the City of New 
York, has broadcast his political largess in Italy, 
calling on funds exacted of the working subjects 
back in the United States.

When a great many points are 
at stake the best possible chance 
should be taken fulfill the

In today’s hand, South be 
came declarer a contract of 
six spades on bidding that meets 
with our unqualified approval! 
North’s response of hearts 
was routine and South 
made a jump rebid, North real 
ized there was a good chance 
for slam because he himself held 
the equal of an opening bid. He, 
therefore, took pains to show 
the ace of diamonds, whereupon 
South returned the compliment 
in hearts. North was now con- 
tent to show his spade support 
and South did the rest. He 
knew that the ace of clubs was 
adversely held, because North 
had failed to show it, but with 
the lead coming up to him there 
was no immediate danger and 
he hoped to be able to develop 
partner’s heart suit for dis 
cards. 

The 10 of clubs was ied, taken 
by the ace and the re 
turned. Declare! won and 
trumps were extracted. He 
was now apparently presented 
with a choice of plays. If West 
held the King of diamonds, he 
could finesse the queen and dals- 
card a heart on the ace. The 
alternative was to try to guess 
who had the queen of hearts. 
South decided on the latter 
course. He led a number of 
trumps with the hope that the 
discards would be enlightening 
but the opposition would not 
furnish any clews.

Remember when 
the finesse fails declarer is a 
victim of sudden death.’

judge Federal Court decision 


Court here had no jurisdiction in the case. 


The suit was the latest in a se- 
ries of litigations in the case which 
has been going on for more than 
70 years in both State and Fed- 
eral coyrts. County ad valorem 
taxes ail along the line of the rail- 
road between Atlanta and Augusta 
are affected bv the ruling 

The railroad had sought th 
tection of a legislative charter 
sued to it in 1833 that limited its 
State tax payments to a percent- 
age on its net income. Charles D. 
Redwine, State Revenue Commis- 
sioner, sought—and won—dismis- 
sal of the suit on grounds it was 
an action against the State of 
Georgia without the Governor’s 
consent. 

One of the three judges, VU. S. 
District Judge Frank M. Scarlett. 
dissented the majority ruling 
that the Federal Court did not 
have jurisdiction. Appellate Court 
Judge Leon McCord and U. S. Dis: 
trict Judge Robert L. Russell 
emphasized their decision was 
made “without any regard to ulti- 
mate merits of the case.”
